Automobiles are perhaps the 
nation’s key industry. Here, too, 
there is, as the Wall Street Jour- 
nal says, a period of self exami- 
nation. The titans, Ford and 
Chevrolet, are engaged in a tre- 
mendous competitive struggle. 
Chrysler has come forward with 


’ @ new automatic drive and styl- 


ing which it believes will pro- 
duce good, quick, competitive re- 
sults. But, this is not all. The 
“Big Three” are moving more and 
more toward ‘“‘self sufficiency.” 
Ford some years ago began 
making much of its own steel. 
Now, Ford, General Motors and 
Chrysler all move toward pro- 
duction of parts. This will cause 
a shift in the parts industry. 
These are but samples. The 
new technology brings change. It 
always has, and always will. 
Canal boats and stage coaches 
gave way to mails. Steam rail- 
road engines are replaced by 
diesels. Atomic reactors will, in 
time, make them obsolete. 
There is no sign of a great de- 
pression. But in a new.era, in- 
dustry is slowed down for a look.

David Lawrence, a columnist, in ef- 
fect accuses Sen.

In the Congress on Tuesday the con- 
servative Georgia congressman Don 
Wheeler attacked the Federal Govern- 
ment’s loyalty test on behalf of a Geor- 
gia-born Negro federal worker who was 
declared a “security risk” after being ac- 
quitted of gambling charges.

~ We have long held that local commu- 
nities, where possible, should do more on 
their ewn to improve the level of educa- 
tion. Theré ar@®@many ways in which this 
can be done—tax reappraisals, consolida- 
tions and the like. 


Lecal participation in school responsi- 
bilities help to. bring educational respon- 
sibility to the grass roots level, where it 
largely belongs. It contributes to commu- 
nity spirit and community living. 

Many communities are plagued with a 
shortage of teachers. The situation is get- 
ting worse instead'of better as the de- 
mand soars with steadily rising enroll- 
ments. 


At Luthersville the PTA has decided 


-to do something about the lack of teachers. 


It has possibilities that other communi- 
ties might well investigate. The group has 
adopted a plan to help Meriwether High 
school graduates attend college and study 
for a degree in education if the students in 
turn will agree to return home and teach. 


The PTA will make a loan to deserving 
local high school graduates to enable them 
to attend a teacher training schools If 
they return to their home county to teach, 
the loan becomes an outright gift. If they 
decide to go elsewhere, the loan must be 
repaid and the money becomes available 
for others. 


It sounds like a good workable plan. 
Something’ of the same type of plan is 
now being used on a statewide basis to 
train needed doctors. Both seem practical 
approaches to thorny problems. 


Atom Put to Work — 
To Curb Trichinosis: 


Science has turned the atom on the 
trichinae, that parasitic worm that some- 
times infects pork. 


Two University of Michigan doctors 
testify that cesium, a radioactive byprod- 
uct of atomic energy, can kill trichinosis 
worms in hog meat without changing the 
flavor of the meat. 

They made their report recently before 
a national conference on trichinosis meet- 
ing in Chicago. The disease is transmitted 
to persons who eat raw or poorly cooked 
meat from swine. The hogs get it from 
raw garbage. 

The two doctors urged that radiation 


an of hog carcasses be made a part of routine 


procedure at packing plants. The idea 
was indorsed by the president of the Chi- 
cago health board. 

If and when the procedure does become 
routine, then the atom will have made a 
contribution toward a healthier world. 

Meanwhile, if we would prevent trich- 
inosis, hog raisers must refrain from feed- 
ing raw garbage to their swine, pro- 
ducers must be penalized for selling in- 
fected animals and, as long as pork is not 
pretreated by radioactivity, housewives 
must see that it is well cooked before 
serving.

WASHINGTON—The quick, quidt and easy way 
‘to blackjack the consumer, while he’s watching Joe 
McCarthy or something else, was illustrated by the 


Senate this week when it sneaked through a bill which, it was  eatiiibated 
during debate, will cost users of natural gas many millions, eventually. 
This measure, which passed the House last session, offers the almost 
perfect case of the legislative “hidden ball” trick, or what Harry S. Tru- 
man used to call ‘“‘highway robbery in broad daylight,”’ in the circum- 
stances of its almost secret journey through Congress. 


This is the sort of legislation 
that former resident Truman 
used to cut down with his veto. 
Whether President Eisenhower will 
do the same remains to be seen. 
A valiant but futile fight was made 
against it by two Democrats—Sens. 
Burke (Ohio) and Douglas (Tll.)— 
while Sen. Morse, Oregon Inde- 
pendent, tried in vain to get the bill 
sent back to committee for public 
hearings which never. had, in fact, 
been held. But he lost, 52 to 3, 
and the measure subsequently was 
shot through without a record vote 
and soon will go to the White 
House for President Eisenhower's 
approval or veto. 

The effect of this measure, as 
pointed out here several days ago 
and explained to the Senate by 
Sen. Burke, will be to open the 
way for big, interstate gas dis- 
tributors to get out from under 
jurisdiction of the Federal Power 
Cammission. Such a result was 
challenged, however, by Sen. 
Bricker (Rep., O.), chairman of 
the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee who had charge of the 
measure. He insisted it would ex- 
empt only intrastate distributors. 
To this, Sen. Burke, his Ohio col- 
league, disagreed. 

Sen. Burke told the Senate that 
the FPC investigations have been 
of great value to cities all over 


That,” he added, ‘‘is why, since 
the passage of the Natural Gas 
Act, the gas companies of the nav 
tion have been constantly trying 


to get out from under the jurft- 


diction of the Federal Power Com- 
thission.”’ 


After the Supreme Court deei- 
sion, a bill was brought fosward 
in the Senate to exempt from FPC 
jurisdiction purely intrastate 
companjes such as Bast Ohio. How- 
ever, when examined, it was found 
to contain loopholes that might 


exempt interstate pipe line com-: 


panies. The bill was revised ac- 
cordingly and limited to intrastate 
distribution and passed the Senate 
in the 82nd Congress but failed of 
action in the House. 


Last year, toward the end of the 
first session of the 83rd Congress, 
the House passed the much broad- 
er bill, like the original Senate 
measure, which the Senate ap- 
proved this week. In urging that 
the bill go back to the Senate com- 
mittee for public hearings, Sena- 
tor Morse said they could be held 
and the measure brought back 
within three or four weeks. 


But Sen. Knowland (Rep., 
Calif.), administration leader, ap- 
pealed for defeat of the Morse re- 
commital motion. Brushing it 
aside curtly he said the. Senate 
would have too much other busi- 
ness in three or four weeks. as

What is the American govern- 
ment doing in the “cold war’’? 
Mostly it is carrying on a propa- 
ganda through radio and publie 
statements by government of- 
ficials here, but it is weakened 
by “‘left wing’’ pressure inside 
the United States to bring about 
the recognition of the government 
of Red China. 

What about the hot spot in the

Ring’s’Agent’ 
Tells of Car 
Theft Rivalry 


BRUNSWICK, March 17 ®# — A 
convicted auto thief told Wednes- 
day of a large-scale stolen car 
racket he said was formed to cut 
out a rival ring operated by two 
Savannah bank robbers. 

Thomas Curtis Jones of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., testified in U.S. District 
Court as the government sought to 
convict tour persons arrested in a 
three-state FBI crack-down. 


On trial for conspiring to violate 
the Motor Vehicle Theft Act are 
Curtis Fallen, Jacksonville service 
station vperator; his wife, Irene; 
H. D. Trice, Brunswick garage op- 
erator, and Jack Lynn, already 
serving time for auto theft. 

Jones, who said he was the ring’s 
agent for selling stolen cars, last 
week was sentenced to seven years 
and two days after he entered a 
guilty plea to 14 counts of car theft. 
He was sentenced in Mobile. Ala. 


As the trial opened Wednesday, 


he linked the names of Sidney Den- 
ton and Samuel Hornbeck to two of 
the defendants. Denton and Horn- 
beck were convicted in April of 
robbing a Citizens & Southern Na- 
tional Bank branch at Savannah. 
Hornbeck more recently was sen- 
tenced to death for killing a Jack- 
sonville policeman. 

Jones said he got into an auto 
theft ring through Fallen and his 
wife. He said he had served time 
in the Atlanta Federal Peniten- 
tiary with Fallen. 

The ring operated by collecting 
serial number plates from un- 
locked cars, Jones testified. He 
said they then obtained a motor 
car registration for the numbers 
stolen, using a fictitious name. The 
Georgia registration then was 
taken to Florida, where a transfer 
license was obtained, he said.

Plans for a Crawford W. Long 
memorial museum, at Jefferson, 
will be submitted soon to the) 
Medical Association of Georgia. | 
which will be asked to maintain 
the memorial, H. A. Alexander, 
chairman of the Georgia Histor- 
{-al Commission, said Wednes- 
day. 

Alexander said the memorial 
will he developed on the site of 
Dr. Long's office in Jefferson. 
where he performed the first sur- 
gical operation with ether as 
anesthesia March 30, 1842. | 

“It will be a shrine,’’ he said. | 
“on a sacred spot, the actual: 
scene of a tremendous advance 
in medical science. .. . It will be 
dedicated to the still further ade 
vancement of medical science.”’ 


RELICS AND RECORDS 

Alexander said the museum 
will contain relics, manuscripts, 
records, sculptures, pictures and 
other items. 

Under the plan, marble tablets 
on the walls of the main hall 
would commemorate great vic- 
tories in medical science. Other. 
uncompleted tablets would carry: 
the names of still unconquered 
diseases (such as cancer) with 
blank spaces left for the names ; 
of those who eventually conquer ° 
them. 

The brick structure now stand- 
ing on the site of Dr. Long's of- 
fice will be adapted to house the 
memorial. Alexander said. He 
said the site was bought for $5.- 
000 several years ago by the 
Georgia Historical Commission.

“If there are this 
summer wholesale efforts by 
covered employes to elect either 
one or the other of you on the 
idea that this is necessary for 
the protection of their jobs, I be- 
lieve all of you will agree that 
this will put the finishing touch 
to such effectiveness as the merit 
system might have. 

“Things have happened in the 
last two or three years which 
have led many state employes 
to believe that they must pro- 
tect themselves by picking the 
winning candidate and going to 
work for him* 

“This is a matter vitally af- 
fecting 9,539 employes of the 
state government,’”’ Barwick 
added. ‘‘Believing that each of 
you as a Georgian is interested 
in the preservation and further-) 
ancexof the merit system, I am 
taking this means of requesting 
you to make clear at your earli- 
est possible convenience to the 
voter of Georgia your position on 
this matter.’’

When Mrs. Dorothy Alexander dons the heavy brocades and 
jet wig of lacquered human hair to dance the part of a Japa- 
nese maiden personifying ‘‘good’’ Friday night, her appear- 
ance will be the first in several seasons.

her partner, Bill Black. Mr. 
Black returned to Atlanta from 
the Orient last year bringing au- 
thentic costumes for ‘‘Musume 
De Joji,” a 4,000-year-old Japa- 
nese dance which is an allegori- 
ca] study of good and evil.

STATIONED IN JAPAN 


Mr. Black, who was stationed 
in Japan with the Air Force, re- 
mained after World War II on a 
civil service job. Adopted by a 
company of Japanese actors, he 
is the only occidental ever to 
dance at the Kubuki theater in 
Tokyo. 

The 1954 performance Friday 
and Saturday nights at 8:30 at 
the Tower' Theater commemo- 
rates the silver anniversary of 
the Atlanta Civic Ballet.

He 
met Jones while attending Georgia Tech, where he starred 


in football. In 1919, Cobb transferred to NTSC, where he 
again starred in football.

C. of C. President Hits 
Prophets of Disaster 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

The future expansion of the American economy is inevitable, | 
and the president of the United States Chamber of Commerce | 
declared in Atlanta Wednesday there will be no depression to | 
forestall it. | 

In a hard-hitting address at an Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce meeting, Richard L. Bowditch ripped into the ‘‘profes- 
sional Jeremiahs of disaster’ for spreading fear hysteria and 
trying to prolong the ‘‘perfectly normal economic dip we are 
now experiencing.”’ 

He accused them of seeking personal power even “if the 
country has to hang over the gorge of disaster for them to get 
it."’ They want a depression, he said, but their ambitions won't 
get them anywhere. 

As proof of the businessman’s faith in an expanding future, 
he cited plant and equipment expenditures planned for this year 
which are not far from the 1953 levels. Commercial construction. 
he said, will be among the brightest spots of a generally good 
construction picture during 1954. And although defense spending 
has been cut, he pointed out, it’s still high. 

Bowditch, president and director of several coal and steam- 
ship companies, declared that new products and hard selling 
hold the key to prosperity in a period of readjustment from a 
war to a peacetime economy. He called for more courage, more 
confidence and more optimism. 

The Boston industrialist also urged business to create a 
greater working partnership with education. Young people today, 
he declared. do not realize the rewards of our system are in di- 
rect proportion to the ‘‘risks we take, and that our economy de 
pends on expansion.’’ 

Their end-aim is security, he stated, while the challenge of 
the job and the adventure it may hold take second place. In this

Tax anticipation bills are sold 
mainly to large taxpayers as an 
investment for tax reserves. They 
can be used at face value in pay- 
ment of taxes, or turned in for 
cash.

Cough-Remedy List 


One of my friends has been 
needling me for years because 
the medical profession has so lit- 
tle to offer for the relief of 
cough. I vowed some day to list 
such réfMedies, and after reading 
a recent article by Dr. A. Worth 
Hobby of Atlanta. this is it: 

A host of cough medicines are 
available to ease stain and lessen 
the reflex. These remedies act 
like aspirin in that they help the 
symptom but not necessarily the 
disease. 

Cough medicines usually con- 
tain substances that are arsorbed 
through the wall of the stomach 
and are transmitted via the blood 


bronical tree. This group is 
known as expectorants. 


Those that contain codein, 
opium, and pantopon depress the 
cough reflex and have a sedative 
effect. 

Saline expectorants liquefy the 
thick mucus, making it easier to 
bring up. This is done by stimu- 
lating bronchial secretions which 
will dilute tenacious, inflamma- 
tory secretions. Ammonium chlo- 
ride and potassium iodide are 
the headliners in this field. 

The nauseant expectorants (ip- 
ecac, emetine, tartar emetic, and 
apomorphine) do the same and 
in addition have an emetic ac- 
tion. Other remedies soothe the 
inflamed membranes. 


The drawback to these products 
is that they must be swallowed, 
but their effect does not go be- 
yond the throat. As a result, they 
have been replaced largely by 
drugs that are inhaled in a vapor 
(eucalyptol and tincture of ben- 
zoin) or in an aerosol mixture. 

The latter has a wide range of 
usefulness because products such 
as penicillin can be incorporated

Drugs also are available to re- 
lieve bronchial spasm and to dry 
up the secretions as the need 
arises. These products are used 
in ordinary colds as well as in 
bronchitis of allergic origin. 


Of course, the ideal remedy is 
to eliminate the cause of cough. 
If cancer or a chronic lung dis- 
ease is to blame, the symptom 


' will persist until the diseased 
| part of the lung is removed.

‘West opened modestly with one 
heart, and North chose to make 
a take-out double, East stood pat, 
and South decided to make a 


jump response. It is true that her 


hand does not quite contain the 
high card values required for such 
nse, but she used the good 
. ard suit and the fact that 
she was a passed hand as an ex- 
cuse for such aggressive action. 
West quite properly contracted for 
game in hearts, and North felt 
constrained to pass, since his 
deuble was of practically minimum 
proportions. South, seeing no de- 
fense against the adverse contract, 
to go on to four spades 
and was permitted to play it there, 
though it will be seen that a con- 
tract of five hearts could have 
been fulfilled. 


West opened the king of hearts, 
which held.
